The  Commission  on  Children  with  Special  Needs  is  pleased  to  submit  its  report  and 
recommendations  to  you  and  to  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly.  1989  Session. 

The  Commission  was  established  by  Chapter  1422  of  the  1973  Session  Laws  as  a  permanent 
legislative  commission.  The  Commission  consists  of  12  members: 

--     three  Senators  and  one  physician  actively  practicing  pediatrics  in  the  State  appointed 
by  the  President  of  the  Senate; 

—  three  Representatives  and  one  public  member  appointed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House;  and 

-  three  patents  of  children  with  special  needs  and  one  public  member  appointed  by  the 
Governor. 

The  Commission  is  responsible  for  studying  the  services  provided  to  children  with  special 
needs,  reviewing  legislation  and  programs  relating  to  these  ser\ices.  and  evaluating  for 
comprehensiveness  the  recommendations  of  the  various  agencies,  councils,  and  comniirtecs  existing 
in  North  Carolina  v^hose  primary  or  partial  duty  is  to  affect  services  for  children  v»ith  special 
need;:  and  to  monitor  the  program  of  the  State  as  it  attempts  to  meet  the  service  requirements 
of  these  children. 

This  report  complies  with  the  statutory  requirement  to  report  to  the  General  Assembly  by 
February  I  of  each  biennium  and  it  covers  the  period  July  I.  1987  through  December  30.  1988. 

On  behalf  of  the  Commission,  we  are  happy  to  submit  this  report  to  you  and  our 
distinguished  colleagues.

SPECIAL  EDUCATION  LEGISLATION;  1987-89  BIENNIUM 

The  1987  session  of  the  General  Assembly  wa?  \ery  significant  for  educational  reform  in  North 
Carolina,  and  for  special  education  in  particular. 

The  1987-89  biennium  were  crucial  year?  in  the  legislative  commitment  to  funding  the  Basic 
Education  Program.    Appropriations  for  the  Basic  Education  Program  totaled  $125.1  million  for 
Fiscal  Year  1987-88  and  $260.5  million  for  Fiscal  Year  1988-89. 

Programs  for  children  with  special  needs  received  significant  increases  under  the  Basic 
Education  Program.    These  totaled  over  $12.5  million  in  Fiscal  Year  1987-88  and  $30.5  million  m 
Fiscal  Year  1988-89.    New  funding  for  children  with  special  needs  under  the  Basic  Education 
Program  included: 

0      $7.5  million  in  both  years  of  the  biennium  to  remove  internal  caps  on  the  numbers  of 
handicapped  children  that  could  be  counted  for  state  funding  purposes. 

0      $5.0  million  in  both  years  of  the  biennium  to  fund  services  for  handicapped  and  gifted 
children  ages  18.  19.  20. 

o      $18  million  beginning  with  Fiscal  Year  1988-89  to  provide  related  services  for  all 
exceptional  children  who  have  such  a  need.     Related  services  include  such  things  as 
physical  therapists,  mobility  specialists,  bus  assistants,  etc. 

Recommendations  for  these  funding  increases  for  children  with  special  needs  were  a  part  of  the 
Commission's  report  to  the  General  Assembly  in  1987. 

Other  recommendations  of  the  Commission  that  received  funding  by  the  1987  and  1988  sessions  of 
the  General  Assembly  included; 

o      Due  process  for  children  with  special  needs. 
0      Additional  appropriations  for  Braille  textbooks, 
o      Additional  funding  for  the  Governors  School. 

COMMISSION  ACTIVrnES;  1987-89  BIENNIUM 

The  Commission  meetings  during  the  1987-89  biennium  focused  on  an  intensive  review  of  the 
following  areas: 

0      Funding  for  exceptional  children  under  the  Basic  Education  Program. 

o      Developmental  Day  Care  and■Communit^  Residential  Programs. 

o      Grants-in-Aid  for  foster  care  programs  and  private  child  care  institutions. 


0  Parent  to  Parent  Programs. 

o  Ser\ice?  to  member?  of  the  Willie  M.  Class. 

o  Educational  ser\ice?  to  preschool  blind  children. 

0  Educational  services  to  academically  gifted  children. 

0      Public  La\^  99-457  and  services  to  handicapped  preschool  children.    The  Commission 
included  an  extensive  revievN  of  the  roles  played  by  the  Departments  of  Human  Resources 
and  Public  Education  in  administering  the  ne\*  federal  law. 

0       Extensive  rev  iew  of  the  existing  funding  formula  for  educational  ser\  ices  for  children 
with  special  needs.    This  review  led  to  the  Commissions  recommendaiions  on 
elimination  of  the  internal  caps  in  the  funding  formula  that  limited  the  number  of 
children  receiving  state  funds  by  handicapping  condition,

HNDINGS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS  TO  THE  1989  SESSION  OF  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY 

Implementation  of  Public  Law  99-457 

Findings 

Handicapped  children  belov\  five  years  of  age  are  not  coNered  by  Norili  Carolina's  laws  governing 
children  with  special  needs.    The  Commission  heard  testimony  at  its  meetings  that  handicapped 
childien  beio\^  the  age  of  five  could  benefit  significantly  from  well-designed  programs  that 
provided  early  intervention  prior  to  the  child  entering  kindergarten.    For  main  children, 
educational  services  provided  at  this  age  not  only  begin  to  remediate  a  problem,  but  do  so  in  a 
highly  cost  effective  manner. 

Most  North  Carolina  school  districts  are  now  providing  some  level  of  services  to  handicapped 
children  under  five  using  federal  funds  appropriated  under  PL  99-457. 

The  Commission  also  found  that  failure  to  bring  the  state  into  compliance  with  PL  99-457  could 
mean,  based  on  Department  of  Public  Education  estimates,  a  loss  of  $40  million  in  federal  funds 
during  the  1989-91  biennium. 

Recommendation 

After  considerable  discussion  and  review .  the  Commission  recommends  that  the  General  Assembly 
enact  legislation  in  1989  implementing  the  federal  mandates  contained  in  PL  99-457.    The 
Department  of  Public  Education  has  estimated  the  cost  of  implementing  PL  99-457  at  S9.6  million 
in  FY  1989-90  and  $19.2  million  in  FY  1990-91.    These  estimates  include  both  program  and 
transportation  costs.    A  request  for  these  funds  has  been  submitted  by  the  Slate  Board  of 
Education  to  the  Governor. 

Appendix  A 


ACCEPT  Program 
Findings 

The  Commission  found  that  fully  ten  years  after  implementation  of  North  Carolina's  laws  on 
children  with  special  needs  many  parents  were  still  having  problems  accessing  educational 
services,  and  working  with  the  schools  on  preparing  the  Individualized  Education  Program  for 
their  child. 

The  ACCEPT  Program  provides  support  and  training  to  parents  who  have  children  with  special  needs 
in  the  schools  of  North  Carolina. 

Recommendation 

The  Commission  recommends  that  the  General  Assemblv  appropriate  $195,000  in  FY  1989-90  and 
$195,000  in  FY  1990-91  to  ACCEPT  to  continue  its  training  and  support  activities  for  parents  of 
children  with  special  needs. 

Appendix  B 


Family  Support  Network  of  North  Carolina 

Findings 

In  1987  the  General  Assembly  provided  funds  for  the  Parent  to  Parent  Program  operated  through 
the  University  of  North  Carolina  Medical  School  at  Chapel  Hill.    This  program  provides 
assistance  to  net\vorks  of  parents  operating  in  15  North  Carolina  communities,  who  in  turn 
provide  support  to  parents  of  handicapped  children. 

The  Commission  found  that  the  initial  efforts  of  these  programs  had  been  extremely  successful, 
and  that  there  was  a  need  to  continue  to  expand  the  program  to  others  areas  of  North  Carolina. 

RecommeodatioD 

The  Commission  recommends  that  the  General  Assembly  appropriate  $250,000  in  FY  1989-90  and 
S250.OO0  in  FY  1990-91  to  UNC  Medical  School  at  Chapel  Hill  for  further  expansion  of  the  Parent 
to  Parent  Program. 

Appendix  C 


Preschool  Programs  for  the  Visually  Impaired 

Findings 

The  1987  session  of  the  General  A'.sembly  appropriated  $84,619  in  FY  1987-88  and  $104,926  in 
FY  1988-89  to  provide  preschool  programs  for  the  visually  impaired.    The  1988  session  also 
transferred  $100,000  to  begin  a  nev\  preschool  program  in  Greensboro.    The  Commission  found  from 
the  public  comments  on  these  programs  that  they  had  been  extremely  successful,  but  that  in  order 
to  serve  the  children  who  needed  services,  further  expansion  of  the  program  would  be  necessary 
during  the  1989-91  biennium. 

Recommendation 

The  Commission  recommends  that  the  General  Assembly  appropriate  $200,000  in  FY  1989-90  and 
$200,000  in  FY  1990-91  to  the  Department  of  Human  Resources.  Division  of  Services  for  the  Blind 
to  expand  preschool  programs  for  the  visually  impaired  operated  by  the  Governor  Morehead  School. 

Appendix  D 


Developmental  Evcduation  Centers 
Findings 

North  Carolina  currently  operates  19  Developmental  Evaluation  Centers.    These  centers  served 
nearly  54.000  children  during  the  1987-89  biennium.  providing  much  needed  evaluation  services  to 
parents,  physicians,  and  public  schools.    Because  funding  growth,  for  other  than 
across-the-board  salary  increases  and  merit  increments,  has  been  ver\  modest  the  budgets  of  the 
Developmental  Evaluation  Center?  in  real  dollar  terms  ha\e  declined.    This  comes  at  a  time  when 
the  state  is  attempting  to  expand  services  to  preschool  handicapped  children. 

Recommendation 

The  Commission  recommends  that  the  General  Assembly  appropriate  $.^.000,000  in  FY  1989-90  and 
$3,000,000  in  FY  1990-91  to  the  Department  of  Human  Resources.  Division  of  Health  Services  to 
expand  services  in  the  Developmental  Evaluation  Centers. 

Appendix  E 


Respite  Care  Services  in  the  Department  of  Human  Resources.  Division  of  Menial  Health,  Mental 
Retardation,  and  Substance  Abuse  Services 

The  Commission  and  the  General  Assembly  have  recognized  for  many  years  that  one  of  the  keys  to 
maintaining  many  children    with  special  need?  \\\\h  their  family  in  the  community  was  the 
availabilitv  of  respite  care  services.    These  services  may  in  some  extreme  case?  liieralK  be 
the  onlv  wav  that  all  members  of  the  family  can  leave  the  home  at  the  same  lime.    As  a  pan  of 
the  states  new  emphasis  on  preschool  handicapped  children,  the  Commission  found  that  there  was 
a  need  to  expand  the  availability  of  these  services  throughout  the  state. 

Recom  mendation 

The  Commission  recommend?  that  the  General  Assembly  appropriate  $250,000  in  FY  1989-90  and 
$250,000  in  FY  1990-91  to  the  Department  of  Human  Resources.  Division  of  Mental  Health.  Mental 
Retardation,  and  Substance  Abuse  Service?  for  additional  respite  care  services. 

Appendix  F 


Community  Residential  Centers  for  the  Dcvelopmentally  Disabled 

Findings 

For  many  years  the  Commission  has  been  very  interested  in  the  services  provided  by  the  Community 
Residential  Centers  foi  the  DevelopnientalK  Disabled.    These  five  ceniers  curreniK  serve  144 
children  at  a  cost  to  the  state  of  $2.8  million  per  year.    These  funds  are  provided  tiiiougii  a 
contract  with  the  Division  of  Mental  Health.  Menial  Retardation,  and  Substance  Abuse  Services. 
Funds  for  educational  services.  $3.5  million  per  vear.  are  provided  under  a  contract  vnith  the 
Department  of  Public  Education.    The  rest  of  the  funds  are  raised  by  the  centers  from  private 
sources. 

If  these  persons  were  housed  in  a  state  intermediate  care  facility  for  the  mentally  retarded  the 
cost  would  be  in  excess  of  $8  million  per  year. 

Currentlv  the  support  provided  to  these  centers  through  the  contract  w  ith  the  Department  of 
Human  Resources  covers  about  40'^c  of  the  centers'  operating  costs.    The  Commission  believes  that, 
in  order  for  the  centers  to  continue  to  provide  a  consistently  high  level  of  service  to  their 
residents,  the  rates  paid  by  the  state  need  to  rise. 

Recommendation 

The  Commission  recommends  that  the  General  Assembly  appropriate  $1,000,000  in  FY  1989-90  and 
SI. 000. 000  in  FY  1990-91  to  increase  the  rates  paid  to  the  residential  centers.    This  v^ould 
increase  the  rates  from  the  current  $20,220  per  year  to  $27,164  per  year. 

Appendix  G 


Governor's  School 


Findings 


Created  in  1963.  the  Governors  School  provides  a  summer  program  for  800  gifted  and  talented 
students  on  two  college  cainpuses.    The  Commission  supported  expansion  of  this  program  in  1987. 
and  found  during  our  hearings  that  additional  funds  would  be  needed  in  the  1989-91  bicnnium. 

Recommendation 

The  Commission  recommends  that  the  General  Assembly  appropriate  $150,000  in  FY  1989-90  and 
$150,000  in  FY  1990-91  to  the  Department  of  Public  Education  for  operating  expenses  of  the 
Governor's  School. 

Appendix  H 


Willie  M.  Funds  for  the  Department  of  Public  Education 

Findings 

In  1980  North  Carolina  entered  into  a  consent  decree  in  the  case  of  Willie  M..  ei  al.  vs.  Hunt, 
et  al.    The  principal  parties  to  this  consent  decree  were  the  Departments  of  Human  Resources  and 
Public  Education.    The  Department  of  Human  Resources  is  responsible  (or  treatment  programs,  and 
the  Department  of  Public  Education  is  responsible  for  educational  services.    CurrentK.  there 
are  1.034  certified  members  of  the  Willie  M.  class.    After  reviewing  the  operation  of  the  Willie 
M.  program  in  the  public  schools,  the  Commission  believes  that  additional  funds  may  be  needed 
for  the  state  to  provide  educational  services  to  Willie  M.  class  members.    Many  of  the 
educational  services  provided  to  class  members  are  provided  in  a  small  group  setting  or  on  a 
one-on-one  basis. 

Recommendation 

The  Commission  recommends  that  the  General  Assembly  appropriate  $2.1  million  in  FY  1989-90  and 
$2.1  million  in  FY  1990-91  to  provide  additional  funds  to  serve  members  of  the  Willie  M.  class. 
These  state  funds  will  be  used  to  provide  services  that  no\*  may  be  provided  out  of  local  funds. 

Appendix  I 


Academically  Gifted 

Academically  gifted  students  have  been  classed  as  children  v*ith  special  needs  since  the  passage 
of  North  Carolina's  original  special  education  law  in  1974.    In  the  1989  school  year  the 
Department  of  Public  Education  expects  local  school  systems  to  serve  approximately  59.203 
academically  gifted  students. 

In  the  1989  school  vear  local  school  units  v\ill  receive  the  following  amounts  for  children  with 
special  needs: 

0      $1,598  for  each  handicapped  child. 

0       $675  for  each  academically  talented  child. 

0      $151  for  each  child  with  special  needs  (handicapped  and  gifted) 


After  heaving  testinionv  on  the  academicalh  gifted  program?  from  parent?,  teachei?.  and  the 
Department  of  Public  Education,  the  Commission  found  that  funding  for  the  academicalK  gifted 
should  be  equalized.  o\er  a  fne  year  pha?e-in.  with  the  allotment?  foi  handicapped  children. 

Recommendation 

The  Commission  recommends  that  the  General  Assembly  appropriate  $12,582,682  in  FY  1989-90  and 
$24,165,364  in  FY  1990-91  to  the  Department  of  Public  Education  to  increase  the  funds  available 
for  academically  gifted  children.    This  would  bring  the  per  student  funding  for  academically 
gifted  children  to  approximately  $840  per  child  in  FY  1989-90  and  SI. 072  per  child  in  FY 
1990-91.
